Fairless have a good deal in com- 
mon. Both rose from jobs as man- 
ual laborers to positions of affluence 
and groat power. Both are intell- 
igent, 
aggressive, 
tough-minded 


men who are pretty sure of the 
lightness of their decisions. 
The 


fact that they are on opposite sides 
of the fence often seems beside the 
yBpint. 
r Mr. Fairless, as president of the 
United Stales Slcel Corp., heads 
the biggest single producer of our 
basic industrial commodity. 
He- 


•'cently he undertook to defend and 
justify a rise in the price of semi- 
finished steel products, even though 
the steel companies were making 
enormous profits and the increase 
would surely have a discouraging 
effect 
on the 
general effort . to 
lower prices. 


Mr. Lewis makes all the policy 
Decisions for the 400,000 coal miners 
Jii whose efforts so much of 
our 


industry and commerce 
depends. 


The other day he came back from 
a Florida vacation, sun-tanned and 
loaded with Shakespearean quota- 
tions, 
and began throwing four- 


syllable words at the coal opera- 
tors. His oratory boiled down to a 
charge that the operators 
had 


backed out of an agreement for a 
miners' pension plan. 


He didn't explain

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House Smacks 
Down Move to. 
Cut Aid Funds 


Washington, March 31—(/P)—The 


House smacked down today an at- 
tempt to cut 51,300,000,000 from its 
$6,025,000,000 foreign aid bill. The 
standing vote was 112 to 61. 


The decision hoisted 
the pro- 


gram over one big barrier on the 
way to final passage. 


But more issues lay ahead. And 


Hep. Vorys (R-Ohio), in charge of 
Ihe bill, failed in. repeated attempts 
to get agreements to choke off de- 
bate and get on with the balloting 
on amendments. 


Rep. Vursell 
(R-I11) proposed 


the $1,300,000,000 cut. He called the 
foreign aid 
plan 
a 
"fanatstic 


world wide WPA." 


He proposed to take the $1,300,- 


000,000 from the $5,300,000 000 for 
an European Recovery program. 
Even with such a cut, Vursell said, 
the bill would provide a billion dol- 
lars more than Europe needs 


Vursell offered his 
amendment 


when the House met for what lead- 
ers hoped would be the final day of 
debate on the big -bill. 


Passage of a bill sooner or later 


was certain. The big issues were 
the length of the aid program and 
the amount. 


Uep. Jonkman (H-Mich), a mem- 


ber of the Foreign Affairs commit- 
tee told the house it would be a mis- 
take to make the cut. He said the 
l^RP fund already has been trimed 
to $5,300,000,000 from the $6,800 - 
000,00 originally requested. While 
no one cansay with accuracy just 
how much is needed, he said, Con- 
gress cannot afford to 
take 
any 
chances. 


"This is a matter of defense," he 
snid. 


Rep. 
Rankin (D-Miss) who fre- 


quently has advocated killing the 
entire bil, supported Vursell's pro- 
posal. He accused Republicans of 
having done an about-face and of 
leading the parade "down the road 
of international ruin." 
,x>"n Urfie you'" ReP- 
Chadwick 
(R-Pa) urged the House, "in the 
name of people like yourselves and 
those m Western Europe to 
do 


what is adequate. The eyes of the 
world are upon us." 


Opposing the cut. Rep. McCor- 


mack (D-Mass) called the roll of 
countries behind the iron curtain 


"Norway is the next .step, 
and 


Sweden," he said. "We 
see 
it 


clearly. I wouldn't be surprised if 
the Soviets already have made de- 
mands on Norway." 
.Rep. Rich (R-Pa) shouted: 
"I'm 


in favor of this amendment 
and 


then I'm against the bill. I don't 
have any doubt in my own mind 
that this thing is a 
gyp." 


Rep. Cox (D-Ga) opposed 
the 


amendment. If foreign nations still 
outside the iron curtain are 
not 


given adequate help to repel Com- 
munism, he said, "all is lost."

Stock Exchange 
Buying Increases 
Despite Strike 


New York. March 31—(/P)—New 


York's struck Stock and Curb Ex- 
changes appeared to be surviving 
their first big test today as buying 
orders flooded in and prices rose. 


The shouts of traders 
on 
the 


stock exchange floor were 
louder 


than the cant of the pickets that 
shuffled along in front of the build- 
ing. 


The 
third day of the strike of 


AFL United 
Financial 
Workers 


brought the first real volume of 
business. 


The action was so fast as 580.000 
shares changed hands in the first 
hour on the stock exchange that 
the quotation ticker tape fell behind 
floor transactions for brief periods. 
In the first hour yesterday the vol- 
ume was 220,000. 


Prices of many leading shares 


were up $1 and more as the 
de- 


mand grew heavy for stocks which 
might benefit from heavy defense 
expenditures. 


Members of the striking AFL Fi- 


nancial Employes Union and of the 
AFL Seamen's Unions, who, joined 
them on the picket line, were on 
hand long before the hour of open- 
ing.The slock and curb exchanges 
beftan business on the dot of 
9 


o'clock (CST) as they had on the 
previous two days of the strike. 


Brokers 
reported 
operations 


about normal but there was such 
a rash of overnight 
transactions 


the ticker tape fell behind for a 
brief period during the first 
few 


minutes of trading.

stood before the exchange's main 
entrance at 11 Wall Street when the

American Industry, Ice 


Harvesting, Still Carried 
Out in Pocono Mountains 


By HAL BOYLE 


Bear Creek. Pa. — (/Pj—Ice har- 


vesting, one of the oldest American 
industries, is slill carried on here 
in the pocono mountains. 


But it is being frozen out 
by 


indoor competition. It is a dying 
business. 


This winter some 9,000 tons of 


natural ice were taken from Bear 
Creek lake and stored in sheds for 
sale during 
t h e 
hot 
summer 
months. 


"In 
the old 
days we used lo 


harvest up to ICO.000 tons."- said 
Charles Hawke. 66-year old fore- 
man, adding with a dry smile: 


away most of the market for na- 
tural ice.Two of the darns here 
have fallen into decay.

pletely mechanized business.* Trac-

coming here 49 years ago. 


"I was a boy of seventeen then," 


he said, "and we used to plow the 
ice with horses—almost like you do 
a furrow in the land." 


That was the way American far- 


mers and ice-men had been doing 
it since the colonial days. And Ihe 
beginning of the ice harvest was a 
time ol community celebration—as 
was the corn harvest. 


In the Bear Creek area Albert 


Lewis, an unlettered man of enter- 
prise who became a multi-million- 
aire lumber baron, built a series of 
tour dams to create more lake sur- 
face for his ice business.

blocks to "the gallery," a wooden 
superstructure on which the ice is 
carried up by bucket chain to the 
storehouses. 


As it moves up the gallery a 


series of knives trims tha ice inlo 
2oO pound blocks. The blocks are 
slored in rows 32 feet high and 
covered wilh hay to protecl Ihem 
trom the heat. 


"We used sawdust in 
the 
old 


days,' said Hawke, "but the 
hay 


is ^cleaner and easier to handle." 


The ice harvest 
season 
begins 


shortly after Christmas and lasts 
only six weeks. 


"This was a cold winter and the 


ice was twenty-two inches thick " 
Hawke said, "but in my time I've 
seen thirty-inch ice here. 
About 


eleven or twelve-inch ice is the best 
to work with."

Jerusalem, March 31 —(/?)—The 


Cairo-Haifa train was blown up on 
the Palestine coastal plain 
today 


and 24 persons were killed, the gov- 
ernment announced.

The new law does not provide 


for any general rent increases, but 
does permit boosts up to 15 per 
cent where tenants and landlords 
agree on a lease running through 
1949.

on rising or removing 
ceilings 


whenever Federal Housing Expedi- 
ter Tighe Woods disputes a local 
board's findings.

changes.

No arrests were made and dam- 
age to the hom-fl was estimated at 
$2,000. The crowd dispersed quiet- 
ly after police warned that .any- 
one remaining at the scene would 
"su.fl'er the 
consequences of 
the 
law." 


Authorities snid the whereabouts 


of members of Hashmall's :famly 
was not Known early today but ad- 
ed that they probably were in no 
immediate danger. "Police .protec- 
tion' 'was maintained around the 
Ha.shnial homo after the raid. 


The outbreak culminated sever- 
al minor attacks against Hashmll 
in the past two weeks after his co- 
workers I.x'gan passing out Com- 
munist 
handbills at 
the Tim- 


ken Roller Bearing plant here. 


The first attack on the Hashmall 


home was staged about 9 p. m. last 
night. When police 
arrived 
the 
raiders had scattered. Fifteen min- 
utes later, 
after 
police had 
re- 


stored order and left the scene, the 
house was stormed a second time. 
Police sped back to the house in 


14 cruisers, including riot cars, but 
tne muraiidera again had lost them- 
selves in tho dense crowd. 


Poliee Captain Joseph Tibe ord- 
ered the crowd to disperse, reading 
a section o£ Ohio law. 


"In the name of the state oC Ohio 
I demand that you disperse and de- 
part to your several homes or suf- 
ter the consequences of the law." 


The crowd began breaking up im- 
mediately. 


The lawn nnd front porch of the 


Hashmall home were covered with 
broken glass, bottles 
and 
stones 
hurled by the attackers. The inter- 
ior of the two-story frame house 
was a pile of rabble. Chairs were 
broken, blinds rippd 
from win- 


dows and glass, bricks and stones 
littered the floor.

cluding .books by Tolstoy and Len- 
in and the constitution and funda- 
mentallaws of the union of Soviet 
Socialst Republics.

raid on the house everytime a rock 
went through a window, witnesses 
said. When a policeman flashed a i 
light on one window, still intact, a 
boy in the crowd shouted: 


"Hey, there's one we missed."
